— The whaler Belvidere spoke the 
Rodgers near Herald island on the 27th of 
September. Lieut. Berry, of the Rodgers, 
told Capt. Owen, of the Belvidere, that he 
found Wrangell Land to bean island. He 
sent a party from the Rodgers in small boats 
to explore the land. They returned to the 
Rodgers after having gone completely 
around it. After having discovered that 
Wrangell Land was an island the Rodgers 
sailed about 120 miles north and northeast in 
search of land, but found none. A sledge 
party will be sent out from the Rodgers dur- 
ing the winter to explore the coast of Siberia. 
She expects to leave winter quarters in June, 
and will then go as far north as possible. 

The Irish landlords are alarmed at the 
action of the Land Court in reducing the 
rents of the Crawford and Tennient property 
last week.

THE STAR-ROUTE FIASCO. 
CORKHILL’S STATEMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

WasuinarTon, D. C., Nov. 7.—District-At- 
torney Corkhill. whatever his relations to the 
star-route trials may be, has certainly today, 
bya statement in open court personal to 
himself, placed the prosecution in a peculiar 
attitude, and seems to have shifted from his 
own shoulders to those of Attorney-General 
MacYeagh and the counsel having 
charge of the star route cases all re- 
sponsibility for the adjournment of the 
grand jury from September until Oct. 3, and, 
consequently, for the fact that the statute of 
limitations ran upon some of the important 
Brady cases, as a result of which the prose- 
cution is now endeavoring a proceeding by 
information instead of an indietment. Col, 
Corkhill’s statement, made in open court, 
is 

VERY EXTRAORDINARY, 
and, inasmuch as its aceuracy was not 
questiened.by Col. William A. Cook, leading 
counsel in the star-route prosecutions, who 
sat beside Distriet-Attorney Corkhill in 
open court when the statement was 
made, Mr. Corkhill’s explanation must, un- 
questionably, be accepted as true. His 
statement is a most remarkable one. It is, 
in substance, that, in the middle of July, 
when there was a question of adjourning the 
grand jury on account of the extreme heat, 
the desperate condition of the President and 
the consequent excitement and paralysis of 
business in all the departments, and the de- 
sire for a vacation on the part of the Judge, 
he, District-Attorney Corkhill, went to the 
Attorney-General and informed him that it 
was the purpose to adjourn the grand jury 
for some time, and inquired whether he had 
‘any requests to make in the matter of the 
star-route cases; that Mr. Mac Veagh, 
IN SUBSTANCE, 
told the District-Attorney Tou have noth- 
ing to do with the star-route cases. You 
know nothing about them. Special counsel 
has been employed to look after them, and 
they are managing it. You will please at- 
tend to your own business, and when the Gov- 
ernment desires a grand jury for the star- 
route cases you will be informed.“ This, of 
course, is not the language, but it is the fact 
of the District-Attorney’s statement, and the 
Judge stated, in substance, that the essential 
parts of it were correct, of his own knowl- 
edge, so far as the conference as to the au- 
journment of the grand jury was concerned. 
IN OTHER WORDS, 

Attorney-General MacVeagh, knewing, or, 
if he did not know, being presumed to know, 
that the statute of limitations would run on 
many of the important cases before the time 
to which it was proposed to adjourn the 
grand jury, told the District-Attorney to go 
about his business—that he, the District- 
Attorney, knew nothing about the cases, 
and that when the Government wanted a 
grand jury he would de notified. 
After this rather extraordinary state- 
ment on the part of the Attorney-General, 
District-Attorney Corkhill retarned to the 
court, informed the Judge, and, with the 
consent of the Judge, the grand jury ad- 


journed.

By the President of the United States of America 
A Protlamatton: N bas long been the pious 
custom of our people, with the closing of the 
year, to look back upon the biessings brought to 
them in the changing course of seasons, and to 
return solemn thanks to the ali-giving source 
from whom they flow; and, although at this pe- 
riod, when the falling teaf admonishes us that 
the time of our sacred duty is at hand, our Na- 
tion still lies in the shadow of its 
great bereavement, and the mourn- 
ing which bas filled our “hearts _§ still 
finds sorrowful expression toward the God be- 
fore whom we but lately bowed in grief and 
supplication, yet the countiéss benefits which 
have showered upon us during the past twelve 
months call for our fervent gratitude and make 
it fitting that we should rejoice with thankful- 
ness hat the Lord in His infinit mercy has most 
Signally favored our country and our people. 
Peace without and prosperity within have been 
vouchsafed to us. No pestiience bas visited our 
shores. The abundant privileges of freedom 
which our fathers left us in their wisdom ure 
still our increasing heritage, and H in parts of 
our vast domain some affliction has visited our 
breturen in their forest homes, yet even this 
calamity has been tempered and in a manner 
sanctified by the generous compassion for the 
sufferers which has been called forth through- 
out-our land. 

For ali these things it is meet that the voice 
of the Nation should go up to God in devout 
homage.

THE POPULARITY OF SILVER DOLLARS. 

In Tue Trreune yesterday was published 
another and fuller statement of the action of 
the Government in respect to the coinage of 
the silver dollar authorized by the act of 
March, 1878. The malignant hostility of the 
Treasury Department toward the silver dollar 
has been unrelenting, and though Secretary 
Sherman has been out of the Treasury since 
jast March this spirit of opposition is still 
shown on all occasions and by ali the of- 
ficers. Treasurer Gilfillan is the latest to 
exhibit his dislike of the silver dollar. 

The law of March, 1878, directed the coin- 
age of silver dollars at arate not exceeding 
$4,000,000 nor less than $2,000,000 per month. 
This was met by very pronounced state- 
ments that the public would never take, 
use, or handle the money, and, fest the public 
might take such money, the policy of the 
Treasury has been never to pay any silver 
dollars out of the Treasury unless the public 
creditor insisted upon having them in 
preference to gold or greenbacks. As 
the money was coined it was piled 
away in the public vaults, and the 
Treasury officers made a special point 
of referring to the fact that the silver 
dollars were utterly useless and that the pub- 
lie could not be induced to touch them. 
Though the United States Treasury expended 
for salaries and other purposes $25,000,000 a 
month, the Treasury Department declared 
that it was unable to distribute the coin, 
which was accumulating in such quantity that 
anew building would soon be required to 
hold the money. The New York banks in- 
duced the Treasury to unite with them in 
an arrangement by which both banks and 
Treasury were to exclude silver dollars from 
their financial transactions. Following the 
coinageof the silver dollars, there were no less 
than six months during which the Treasury 
never paid out one silver dollar, but hoarded 
them away in the Treasury vaults, at the 
same time demanding the repeal of the silver 
act because the people did not want the 
money! 

Up to the last day of September. 1881, the 
whole number of silver dollars coined was 
. 24,663. These are all now the prop- 
erty of the public. The handling of silver 
dollars is different in one respect from that 
of gold coin. Gold coin is the property of 
the persons depositing the bullion at the 
mints; there is free coinage of guid—that is, 
any person can have it coined for him to any 
amount for which he will deposit the bullion. 
Gold is coined always on private account. 
But no citizen can deposit silver and have it 
coined. The Government has a monopoly of 
silver coinage. It buys the bullion, and the 
coin as itis minted is exclusively the prop- 
erty of the Government. Instead of paying 
out this silver and placing it in the hands of 
the people, the Treasury Department has 
persistently discouraged its use, and has held 
it in the Treasury vaults. 

But this policy has at last been broken 
down. All the silver dollars coined are now 
in use as money; the Treasury has oniya 
small balance of silver now belonging to 
the Government. Of the . 000, 000 of 
silver dollars coined, there are 32,000,- 
000 in actual circulation among the people, 
and there are 66,000,000 outstanding in 
the form of silver certificates, so at this time 
there are no silver dollars in the Treasury 
belonging to tae Government; the owner- 
ship has been transferred to the general pub- 
lic. The silver certificates are redeemable on 
demand in silver dollars, and these $66,000,000 
are added to the general currency of the 
country. 

But the Treasury officers, true to their hos- 
tility to the silver dollars, always speak of 
the silver in the Treasury as so much 
coin refused by the people as currency, and 
carefully ignore the fact that an equivalent 
in Treasury certificates for every one of 
these silver dollars is outstanding. So that 
all the silver’ dollars coined since 1878 are 
now practically circulating among the peo- 
ple. The demand for these silver dollars is 
increasing, and such is the demand for silver 
certificates that the Treasury has recently 
been forced to refuse to issue silver certifi- 
cates in exchange for gold, because of the 
want of silver dollars to represent them. 

EN TEAM — 
PAVING STATE AND OTHER STREETS. 

Chicago is without a Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Werks. Mayor Harrison has assumed 
the functions of that official, but he lacks 
either the time, the industry, or the ability 
properly to discharge the duties of the posi- 
tion. In any case, matters for which the 
Commissioner of Public Works should prop- 
erly be held responsible are negiected, to the 
injury ‘of public interests and with special 
injustice to the taxpayers. A large amount 
‘of public work is now in process of con- 
struction, and the contractors should be 
watched strictly and compelled to do their 
‘work honestly and thoroughly. The proof 
that the inspection is faulty and careless, if 
nothing worse, may be found on almost any 
street where improvaments or repairs are 
going on. 

Take State street for an example. The 
property-owners on that street paid an un- 
usually high assessment for the paving last 
April—more than six months ago. The work 
ought to have been done during the summer. 
It might have been done at that time with- 
out interfering with the work on the cable 
railway south of Twenty-second street. In- 
deed, if it had been done then, the street- 
railway company would have been assisted 
in its work, because it would have had a 
good road for transporting its material, and 
one track with switches would have enabled 
the running of cars pending the completion 
of the other track. At that time, too, there 
was a tolerably solid foundation for laying 
the wooden pavement. The work was post- 
poned for some unexplained reason till now. 
In the meantime the street-railway com- 
pany has laid two or three different tempo- 
‘rary tracks and taken up the old ones, 
in doing which it has been neces- 
sary to throw the dirt from one 
side to the other and back again. The 
frequent and heavy rains, along with the 
constant disturbance of the dirt and the cut- 
ting of wagon-wheels, have converted State 
street, between Twenty-second and Thirty- 
first, into a vast mudhole a mile long and 
of an average depth of about a foot. The 


ment on this slushy foundation. A thin 
coating of sand is sprinkled over the mud, 
pine boards are laid on the top of that, and 
then green, unseasoned cedar blocks are un- 
mediately put down, and the spaces hurried- 
ly filled with gravel. The pavement taid in 
this fashion will fast but a short time, not- 
withstanding the property-owners have paid 
dearly enough to secure a first-class, sub- 
stantial job. No steps are taken to squeeze 
the water out of the substratum of mud—a 


, process that will go on after the pavement is

State street. Any one who has noticed the 
repairing of the street-railway tracks or the 
renewal of the pavement between the tracks 
on Madison street or Wabash avenue can- 
not have failed to observe the most fla- 
grant neglect in the readjustment of the 
blocks lying along the outside of the tracks. 


Where the street is paved with round cedar | 


blocks the railroad companies frequently 
substitute old oblong pine blocks, which are 
worthless, along the outside of their tracks. 
In all cases the blocks are loosely thrown 
back when they have been ripped up for the 
convenience ot the street-railway companies, 
the regular grade of the street is disturbed, 
and the way is prepared for the rapid break- 
ing-up of the entire pavement. The same is 
true, as a rule, of every displacement of 
blocks for the purpose of laying pipes or 
telegraph cables. These things would not 
‘happen under a thorough system of inspec- 
tion. 

The taxpayers of Chicago are a patient 
and long-suffering people. The frequent 
renewal of street pavements isa heavy charge 
upon those who own the abutting property. 
They are compelled to rely upon the Mu- 
nicipal Government to require the proper 
laying of the pavements and the keeping up 
of repairs, and they are at least entitled to 
protection against fraud, neglect, and care- 
lesness. They receive no such protection 
under Mr. Harrison’s dual Administration 
as Mayor and Commissioner of Pubiic Works. 
There is a peculiar hardship in the case of 
the extension of the blogk pavement on State 
street, where the p y-owners have paid 
a higher price than usual for the improve- 
ment, and where business has suffered sev- 
eral months by reason of the disturbance of 
the entire street. Instead of obtaining some 
indemnification for the large outlay and the 
delay of the improvement in a good, sub- 
stantial piece of work, they will have a 
loosely-laid pavement of unseasoned blocks 
on aà soft foundation, which will begin to 
give way in places before its completion. 
This is an outrage on the public and on the 
men who have sustained the cost of the im- 
provement, and Commissioner Harrison 
should himself do something while there is 
yet time to assure a better class of work, or 
else appoint some competent person to pro- 
tect the interests of the city and the tax pay- 


ers. 

WALL STREET AND THE TREASURY. 

New York City has the President of the 
United States and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. New York local influences will out- 
weigh the influences of all the rest of the 
Nation in the guidance and control of the 
Government finances. This will be the case 
whether Judge Folger shall remain as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury or give way next winter 
to Mr. Conkling. The pressure brought to 
bear upon the President for the appointment 
of a New York man to the Treasury Depart- 
ment, which he was too sectional and local 
to resist, was directly in the interest of Wall 
street. It is only prudent, therefore, to fore- 
cast what the result of the Wall street influ- 
ence is likely to be. 

There is already a tight money market in 
New York, which is gradually extending to 
other cities throughout the country, and 
which will probably grow tighter under the 
conditions likely to prevail during the next 
year or eighteen months. Speculation in 
watered and wildcat stocks ran so high that. 
they became topheavy. The New York 
banks have some $200,000,000, more or less, 
advanced to speculators in securities of the 
wildcat kind at the very highest point. The 
sagging down in prices has caused the banks 
to call for more margins, and the speculators 
are already looking around for money at a 
rate of interest greatly in excess of the aver- 
age rate of the past two or three years. 

But it is evident that watered stocks have 
not yet touched bottom. The great railroad 
trunk line struggle is likely to continue. 
At all events the grain crop of the 
country, except on the Pacific coast, 
is notoriously short. There will be much 
less stuff for the railroads to carry, and 
competition will force them to carry it 
at low rates. The speculative price of grain 
in the West must abate before exportation of 
breadstuffs can be resumed in any quantity, 
as England and France are being supplied 
from Russia, India, Australia. and Califor- 
nia, and this abatement will create a demand 
for money in the West to hold the stuff and 
maintain prices. As the railroads earn less 
they will “slow up“ in their extensions and 
improvements. There willbe less activity, less 
building of stores and dwellings, more slug- 
gish circulation of money, fewer enterprises, 
and a general contraction in the volume of 
business. All these conditions must react 
unfavorably upon Wall street inflated stock 
interests. Meanwhile the reduction of ex- 
ports and the maintenance of imports to 
satisfy the demand for luxuries which has 
revived under the influence of good times 
will check the flow of gold from Europe. It 
will not be surprising if the so-called balance 
of trade shall be reversed within the next 
twelve or eighteen months, in which case 
American gold and securities will again find 
their way to Europe. Then money will be 
considerably scarcer than it is now, and the 
Wall street speculators will be in more des- 
perate straits than at any time since the 
panic of 1873. 

If this shall prove to be the course of 
events, Wall street speculators will turn to 
the New York President and the New York 
Secretary of the Treasury with the cry of 
“Help, or we perish !”’ 

Will these two New York gentlemen be 
able to resist such an appeal comme from 
their own home? The very fact that Presi- 
dent Arthur has not been strong enough to 
hold out against the appointment of a New- 
Yorker to the Treasury Department indicates 
that neither he nor the New York Secretary, 
whether he be Folger or Conkling, can suc- 
cessfulty combat the Wall street influences. 
What, then, will Wall street demand when 
the pressure begins to be severely felt? It 
will point to the $160,000,000 or $130,000,000 
of gold held in the Treasury as a reserve for 
the maintenance of specie payments, and ask 
that the coin be released for the benefit of the 
speculators. “ Buy our 3\¢ per cent bonds at 
par in gold which we cannot sell on those 
terms in open market.“ the Wall street ope- 
rators and brokers will say to the President and 
Secretary. The Governnient may do thts, and 
the chances arethat the New York President 
and New York Secretary will consent to do 
it. The Treasury reserve of specie cut down 
to 50 or % millions of coin, a syndicate or 
clique of moneyed men like Jay Gould, Rus- 
sel! Sage, and a dozen associates will have it 
in their power tocome down on the Treasury 
with a huge block of Government notes 
(greenbacks) for instant redemption. The 
Government will then be presented with 
embarrassing alternative of suspending s 
cie payments or selling new bonds for gold at 
a high rate of interest, to be determined by 
the squeeze. To pay out gold for 354 per 
cent bonds to relieve Wall street speculators 
temporarily, and to subsequently buy it 
back with new bonds at 5 or 6 per cent 
in order to maintain specie payments, wii! 
involve a loss of millions upon millions of 
dollars to the Government without reversing 
the natural eonsequences of overstrained 
speculation. It cannot reasonably be de- 
nied that a Secretary of the Treasury ap- 
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much more disposed to yield to such a 
scheme than one who was naturally re- 
moved from New York influences: and it is 
equally elear tat a President who has sub- 
mitted to local dittation ia the appointment 
of a Secretary of the Treasury will be but 
poorly prepared to resist the deliberate pur- 
pose which prompted such dict&tion, and to 
resist the demands of the whole street.“ 
—— 

A CHANCE FOR THE FEMALE DOCTORS. 

That much persecuted class of the com- 
munity, the female doctors, at last have au 
opportunity where they can successfully 
operate Without any danger from interfer- 
ence of male physicians. The London Times’ 
Calcutta correspondent writes to that paper 
that the Maharajah of Punnah, the-Capital 
of a native State in India, recently applied 
for the assistanée of a lady medical mission- 
ary at Lucknow for his wife, the Maharanee, 
who was afflicted with an internal complaint. 
It appears that it is the highest dishonor for 
a Hindoo lady of high caste to see any 
man other than her husband, father, 
or brother, and rather than see a male 
physician they prefer death. The female 
physician sent for attended the case, 
and cured the Maharanee and several of her 
attendants. Before departing from the place 
the Maharanee asked the lady to “tell our 
Queen, and the Prince and Princess of Wales, 
and the men and women of England what 
the women in the zenanas haremsf of India 
suffer.when they are sick,” and urged her to 
use her influence to have female doctors 
sent to India to attend the five million wom- 
en who are confined in these zenanas. The 
President of the Bengal Medical Service says 
that these doctors would have the monopoly 
of practice among the high-caste ladies. 
The correspondent of the Times, speaking of 
the general opportunities for practice, says: 

In Bengal a man-doctor is only allowed to see 
the patient's tongue, or feel her pulse. through 
u einacurtain. The female population of 
the Bengal Presidency, according the census 
of the present year, is no less than 4,600,080. Of 
this immense number perhaps only a small pro- 
portion are subject to the scruptes which pre- 
vent them from obtaining relief from mate doc- 
tors. But even 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 0f women 
whose families are moMily well able to pay for 
medicai atiendunce present a iamentabie piet- 
ure of suffering which might be alicviated, 
and at the same time offer a ly tieid 
for the employwent of educated European 
women. Obstetries as practiced among Hindoos 
are of the rudest kind. Midwifery is contined 
to an rx guild of low-caste, ignorant 
women, whose li may, perhaps, be gaged by 
their [ce—a few annas, about three pence. They 
do their work better than might be expected, 
but they are, of course, beipiess in the more 
critical cases. Ordinary ftemate sick nurses 
bave a stili worse reputation. They know 
nothing of doctoring, but they try to conoeal 
their wnorance by recourse to the coarsest 
superstitions. ineantations to drive out the 
evil apirit are their sovereign remedy whenever 
they are at fault; and altoge ner they are as 
thorough impostors as the African mediciae- 
man. 

Here is a chance for our smart and wide- 
awake lady physicians, who have to combat 
prejudices at home, to migrate toa country 
where they would have a splendid field for 
practice, and where no “ blasted nonsense ”’ 
would stand in their way. They would have 
no masculine prejudices to fight against, and 
no masculine dectors interfering with them, 
for they would occupy a field the latter can- 
not enter, and attend patients who would 
rather die than have a man see them. If 
any shall contemplate going, they will be 
glad to learn that they need not have a thor- 
ough medical training, but only a general 
knowledge of anatomy and physivlogy, of 
minor surgery, of the oculist’s practice, and 
especially ef obstetrics. We have lots of 
lady physicians who are well up in all these 
departments of their profession, and, as the 
Maharanees are wealthy, there is no reason 
why their practice should not be lucrative 
as well as successful. / 

A TORY. LANDLORD HOWL. 

The last Sunday edition of Tun TRIBUNE 
contained a long cable dispatch from London 
from Mr. L. J. Jennings upon the workings 
of the Irish Land law. Mr. Jennings, who is 
a bitter Conservative, represents the Tory 
view of the law, and writes from the Irish 
landlord side of the question, and It is some- 
what curious, if not refreshing, after listen- 
ing for years to the wrongs of the tenant, to 
hear this gentleman eloquentiy and even 
fiercely ‘discussing the wrongs of feudal Irish 
land lords, and to learn from him that the 
English landlords contemplate the havoc 
wrought in Ireland by Gladstone’s bill with 
feelings akin to Ghose of the California stage 
passenger who knows that it is his turn to be 
robbed next.” if this were actually so, we 
do not conceive that the landlords would be 
subjects for commiseration, since they would 
only be experiencing in very slight degree 
the havoe which they have been visiting 
upon the tenants by wholesale, even to the 
verge of ruin, eviction, and absolute starva- 
tion. 

But this is not to the point, since the land 
law is only bringing tenant and landlord 
upon a common platform, where Justice sits 
administering something like equal rights. 
The arguments of Mr. Jennings hardly need 
answer, since the operations of the law itself 
as itis administered in the Land Court in 
the matter of adjusting rents to the satisfac- 
tion of the tenant, and in many cases of the 
landiord, furnish the best reply that can be 
made to his jeremiad over landlords’ im- 
aginary wrongs. Still there are sume points 
that may be made to show the absurdity of 
the complaint. » N 

Mr. Jennings says: The annual rental 
of Ireland is in round numbers 80 million 
dollars, so that the Land Court’s decisions 
will probably involve the loss of 27 mill 
ions a year to the fandlords, or, reckon- 
ing the total value of Irish land property at 
1,600 millions of dollars, the landlords are to 
be ‘despoiled’ & over 500 millions.” What 
does this latter sum represent of which the 
Irish landlords, according to Mr. Jennings, 
are to be despoiled ? It is the sum whiich 
the tenants have heretofore expended in 
improvements, and which the landlords have 
contiscated from them. The law simply 
makes restitution of the stolen property to 
the rightful owners. It eensists of build; 
ings, barns, fences, drainage, and the mate- 
rials which the tenants have accumulat- 
ed for the working of their farms, 
and which have hitherto been seized 
by the tandlords as means for increas- 
ing rents, ana when these rents could 
not be paid they have been confiscated by 
the landlords and the tenants thrown on the 
streets. The present law blecks the land 
monopolists in their high-handed usurpation. 
It prevents them from increasing rents upon 
the grounds of improvements made by the 
tenants or their predecessors unless they 
have already got the value of them from the 
landlords, and no rent can be made payable 
in any proceedings under the act in respect 
of improvements made by the tevants or 
their predecessors unless they have been paid 
or otherwise compensated by the landlords 
for such improvements; and when the tenants 
sell their buildings they are entitled to com- 
pensation for their improvements. 

Instead of “‘despoiling”’ the landlords of 
$500,000,000, the law prevents them from re- 
taining $500,000,000 worth of stolen property 
earned by the tenants. It is tantamount to 
the restoration to the tenants of that amount 
of purloined property of which they have 
heretofore been deprived. 

Mr. Jennings says the annual rental of the 
lands of Ireland is in round numbers 880, 
000,000, and complains that this large exac- 
tion, considering the rent-paying power 
of Ireland, is to be reduced from W to 30 per 
cent, probably on the average not much 
over one-fourth. This immense sum has

The wrongs of the Irish landlords of which 
Mr. Jennings 80 piteously complains (and if 
they be wrongs how is it that the Englishi 
landlords are voluntarily thaking reductions 
equal to those by me Irish Land-Court ?) are, 
first, that every tünant is entitled to have a 
fair rent fixed for his holding, exclusive of 
his own improvements thereon; second, that 


when a fair rent is fixed it eannet be raised 
or altered for fifteen years; third, that at the- 


close of this term the tenant may renew for 
another fifteen years; fourth, that the tenant 
shall not have his rent raised on him by rea- 


son of his own improvements; fifth, that he 


owns his improvements; sixth, that he 
may sell nis holding at the dest price 
he can get, the lam having the first right 
to purchase at a agreed upon between 
them or fixed by the court; and seventh, that 
he. may purchase his holding and become 
absolute owner. This is the substance of 
the manner in whieh the Irish landtord is 
„ despofled ”’ by the tenant under Gladstone’s 
bill, If a fair rent, a fixed tenure, and a chance 
for the tenant to -own the ground he‘culti- 
vates is robbery of the landlords; then let the 
robbery go on with promptiess, dispatch, 
and thoroughness, Mr. Jennings’ and his 
aristocratic friends’ whines to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 


Tue true inwardness ot the agreement re- 
cently signed between tue proprietors of the 
rolling-milvie and the emplorés is inning to 
leak out, and it is feared that what at one time 
was thought te be an amicable adjustment of 
troubies of a disastrous character which bad ex-

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No Less than twelve States will hold elec- 
tions today. Massachusetts, Mississippi, and 
Minnesota will vote for members of the Legis- 
lature and for State officers. The first named 
State will also decide whether ex-soldicrs shali 
be allowed to vote without paying a poil-tax or 
kept on a par with the paupers, who are denied 
the right of suffrage. Minsesota has special 
questions regarding taxation and the pay of 
legislators to decide. Connecticut willeleet halt 
her Senate. New York is to elect a Legisiature, 
some State officials, and four Congressmen. 
New Jersey isto electa House of Representa- 
tives and half a Senate. Maryland will do the 
same, and also choose a Controller. Pennsylva- 
niu has to elect a Treasurer and county officers. 
Virginia and Wisconsin will vote for State offi- 
cers, half a Senate, and a complete House. Wis- 
consin is likewise to decide whether it will have 
biennial elections and legislative sessions. Colo- 
rado is to change Judges and county officers, and 
locate its Capital. Nebraska will choose thrge 
Supreme Court Judges aud Regents of the State 
University, and also vote upon the extension of 
suffrage to women. lu one or two of these last- 
mentioned States the teetotal and other local 
questions may affect the Republican majorities, 
but will hardly overcome them.

A WASHINGTON newspaper has discovered 
that in the forthcoming report of Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Wales of the navy there will de some in- 
teresting facts presented regarding the quality 
and class of food served out to the gallant and 
tarry persous who sail the blue in defense of 
our flag.

Opposition to Their Introduction ita 
Cineinpati-A Meeting te Diseuss the 
Question.

CINCINNATI, O., Nov. 7.—Strong epposi- 
tion has been suddenly encountered to the 
ordinance making the use of smoke-cons un 
ers compulsory. The ordinance has been 
long urged, and passed the Council and the 


Board of Aldermen by large majorities. Ik 


now only awaits the Mayor’s approyal to be- 
come a law. The city has suffered greatly 
froin the smoke nuisance. Business has been 
injured, and the people subjected to great 
annoyance. Public sentiment has become 
very strong in favor of the compulsory intro- 
duction of smoke-eonsumers. A committee 
of ladies urggd that steps be tnken in 
that direction at once, and petitions with 
an almost interminable list of 
names attached weiß presented to the Coun- 
eil asking for the immediate passage of 3 
snoke-consuming ordinance. As at first 
drawn the ordinance provided for the pun- 
ishment of these failing to comply with its 
provisions by imprisonment or a fine, or both, 
To this feature some of the manufacturers 
objected, and the improvement clause was 
accordingly stricken out and the fine reduced 
from $100 to $50. Today a called meeting of 
the Board of Trade was heid, and the time 
xiven exclusively to a discussion of 
the smoke<consuming ordinance, There 
was a large number of manu- 
facturers present, whe manifested 
the most deciderl opposition to the proposed 
law. It was asserted that its tendency would 
be to put out the fires in the large 
shops and mus kill some of the 
the principal industries of the  eity. 
The greatest possible good that can result 
from such a law, it was claimed, would com- 
pensate in but a small measure for the in- 
jury that is sure to follow its enforce- 
ment. This was followed by an 
argument to the effect that none 
of the so-called smoke-constning devices 
have been perfected, and that the couipul-

John McHale, Archbishop of Tuam, is 
dead. 


John McHale was born at Tubbernavine, 
Mayo, in 1791. Ile received his academical 
education at Castlebar, and entered as a 
student at Maynooth, where he ‘became 
Lecturer and Professor of Dogmatic The- 
ology, a position which he retained for 
eleven years, when he was appointed 


Coadjutor Bishop of KIllala. While 
at Maynooth he published over the 
signature of “ Hierophilus” a series 
of controversial letters on Bible 


Societies, the Protestestant Episcopal Church 
in Ireland, and Catholic Emancipation, and 
in 1827 he published a work on the evidences 
and doctrines of the Catholic Church, which 
has been translated into all the European 
languages. He published over his own sig- 
nature in the various periodieais of the day 
a series of letters on Catholic Emancipation, 
whieh attracted world-wide atiention on ac- 
count of their vigor and foree. On the 
death, of Archbishop Kelly be was made 
Archbishop of Tuam. During the Melbourne 
Administration he issued a series of letters 
on Christian education, which were pub- 
lished in book form in 1847. He took a very 
active part in reviving the study of the Irish

WEST PARK BOARD. 


A Stone Case—The St. Paul’s Viaduct— 
Wilson’s Resignation Acecepted—-Me-

The West Park Board met yesterday at 4 p. m 
at their rooms corner of Halsted and Washing- 
ton streets. There were present President Mc- 
Crea and Commissioners Woodard, Kahifs, and

Gen. George W. Smith, attorney for the board, 
submitted a report on the case of Giles vs. The 
Commissioners, an action fur stone deiivered in 
1872 and 1873. It was decided. adversely to the 
board in the Superior Court, the case turning 
upon the evidence of Mr. Stanford, former 
President ot tbe board, who testified not 
only to the contract with Giles, but 
aiso as to the quantity of stone delivered 
and unpaid for. A rehearing had, however, 
been granted. Gen. Smith requested the ap- 
pointment of a committee to cobperate with him 
in the condemnation case concerning the Souta 
bouleverd, which comes up for trial in Decem- 
ber. n another communication, Gen. Smith 
submitted what he said was the best offer he 
could obtain from the Chicngo, Milwaukee & St. 
Faul Ratiroad regarding the proposed erection 
of a viaduct over the tracks crossing the boule- 
vard which connects Garfieid and Humboldt 
Parks. The company would agree to build 
the viaduct in accordance with the plan hereto- 
fore submitted, certain necessary details being 
added, with the exception of the wings and 
fillings. If desired, the company wouid con- 
struct the wings, and look to the Commissioners 
for the payment of the cost of them. The com- 
pany made this offer upon the basis of more ac- 
curate plans and specilications which are to be 
made, and they demand, a contract between 
themselves and the Commissioners. They agree 
to complete the work as soon as the stone can 
be obtained and the labor can be prosecuted, 
which will not probably be before early spring.

In the adjoining 
county west of this Hendricks was born, and 
there Garfield taught bis first school. in the 
county adjoining the northeast of here Windom 
was born and reared. Here Judge Kennon, one 
of our historic characters, spent a long and 
usetul life which closed but this week. Here 
within a mile of this spot lives William Miller at 
the age of 100 years, the oldest Mason in 
World, as all Masons kwow. Extend the line 
buta very few miles, and still within a very 
small circle it takes in—disregard te 
lines, for we are near the river—the 
birthplace of Blaine, of Maine; . the 
home of Govs. Arthur and Alien, and of all the 
Shermans! It is an immortal spot of earth. It 
is but an hour or two's travel, but a little dis- 
tance, indeed, to the extreme boundary of a 
circle which Includes ali I have so briefly 
sketched and hinted at, and much more than 
your space will permit me now even to sug- 
gest. It is not hyperbole to say that in oratory, 
diplomacy, war, patriotism, statesmansnip, this 
circle embraces as illustrious names as any 
equal space of territory on the surface of this 
lobe, in any age of its history. 

From it eme the greatest names of mod- 
ern history. ben liook back on the events 
with which Providence has connected me 80 
a! I feel indeed that I am prematurely 
old. itbin this very building—the post 
I have held conversations on paper with a mul- 
titude of leading thinkers on both sides of the 
sea. Here, within this sacred area, less than one 
hundred feet from where I now write, I have 
seen two men—one of them but a private citi- 
zen, the other only a Congressman—start for the 
Presidency and each reach it before a year from 
that day! From this old post-office and along 
this rusty old wire right by me went the first 
letter and special to the press announcing that 
departure and predicting that destiny. I think 
I could bardly have accorded me a larger oppor- 
tunity for political 1 or had greater 
success in 1 L dad ned in 
Chicago or New York! At all events, 
Iam satisfied. It sounds like fables, but it is 
true as Gospel. It bas been my good fortune 
here, on this pablic square, to have listened not 
once, twice, but often to Bingham, Eilpatrick, 
Hayes, Garfield, Leggett, Senator Sherman, Gov. 
Noyes, Gov. Foster, and Gen. Sherman—all the 
leading men of thisera. Here I formed their 
acquaintance, and here l received packages of 
letters from them about all their cherished per- 
sonal and political schemes, and this has bal- 
lowed the spot by a thousand pleasant associa- 
tions and tender memories. It is uot the least 
of the attractions of this golden circie that it 
embraces the ground whereon I was married, 
and where my wite and six children yet live to 
comfort and to biess me. ' 

From dere I have written for every leading 
daily in the world, and have bad occasion a 
thousand times to thank the press for its kind- 
ness, aud furbearance, and patience with my 
often writing. Right here on this oid desk I have 
written up Garfieid for the Senate when the 

ress of his own State were divided upon it, and 

or the Presidency when the suggestion was 
booted at all over the Union. Aud here, too, I 
have sat down and read bis tical 
acknowledgments of these venturesome sug- 
sstions, and bis words of kindness when they 
me accomplished facts. All this is literally 
true of Hayes equally, except as to the Senate. 
I don’t care if I never again repeat this — * 
once — twice ina short life is often enuogh to 
succeed in that sort of thing. At all events I 
shall wait until the like happens to some other 
soribbler. 

Time and again bere I have written my old 
friend Bingham of his certain prospects of re- 
turning to Congress, and as often bad the satis- 
faction of reading here his hearty acknowledge- 
ments of my agency in making the prediction 
true, and bere he has often written me from 
kingdoms beyond many seas.

Why shouid I deplore the destiny which cast my 
lot among such people. or wb en afforded me 
such opportunities for exercis.ug such infiu- 
ences on my 2 even if, as my critics sug- 
gest unkindly, it was more au accident 
than the result of plot or plan? ere 
I worked on, a farm, here I taught 
school, here my children were born, dere I en- 
listed in the army. and here I began the practice 
of the law. ere intrigue or cabal never 
reached, the sound of bribe-money was never 
heard, the click of the machine, the or 
party lash never disturbed the freedom of the 
popular choice, and here, unsolicited, unpur- 
chased, and unpurchasabie, by the favor of the 
press, and without fear, favor, or affection, re- 
ward or the hope thereof, I have advanced, in 
some humble ways, the political aspirations of 
worthy men, and seen them mount to power and 
surprise me only then by the measure of their 
success and the giory of their achievements, 
which always exceeded my utmost *

UNDER THE WHEELS. 


Isaac M. Howell, a Prominent Lumbere 
Dealer in Chieago, Meets Death in One 
of Ita Most Terrible Forms. 

Mr. Isaac M. Howell, au old and well-known 
citizen of Aurora, and a member of the firm of 
8. R. Howell & Co., lumber-dealers, of this city, 
was the victim yesterday morning of a shocking 
accident, resulting in his almost immediate 
death. Mr. Howell came into the city from 
Aurora upon the Mendota accommodation train 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad, 
which arrives at 10:30 o'clock, and, not desiring 
to go as fur as the depot, determined 
to alight at the corver of Biue Island 
avenue and Sixteenth street, where the office 
and yard belonging to himseit and son are lo- 
cat The train bad slacked up. and Mr. How- 
ell was standu On the lower step. Just as he 
was about to step off the train gave a sudden 
lurch forward,tbrowing him awainst a low switch 
and thence under the wheels of the cars, Wwhien 
passed over his body, mangiing it in a terribie 
manner, one foot being scvered, both legs 
crushed upto the knees, his skuli being 
fractured just over t right temple, 

train wus stopped at once, and 
the Tatally injured man lifted into 
the gage-car and taken to the Union Depot.

No. 83 Park avenue, wbere he 

DIED WITHIN TWENTY MINUTES 

after his arrival. 

Mr. Howell's age was 64 years, and he had been 
a resident of Aurora for the st forty years, 
where he was enguged in the lumber business; 
having amassed a comfortabie fortune and se- 
sured the contidence and respect of the 
community. At different times he has 
served as a Supervisor of Kune County, 
Town Clerk. and a member of the Aurera City 
Council. He had also been promineutly identi- 
fied with Congregation® Church for upwards 
of twenty-five years. He had been engaged for 
some time past in the coustruction of « hand- 
eome famity residence in Auroru, and Mr. 8. RK. 
Howell, who is overwhelmed with gricf at the 
untimely. death of his father, mentions as a 
singular Circumstance that, when in Cbicago a 
fortnight ago, his father told him be hada pre- 
monition that he would never live to occupy the 
pew residence.

RECKLESS EXTRAVAGANCE. 

George Norris, a young man IT years of age 
living with his parents at No. 3189 South Dear-

“The Chicago Fat-Stoek Stow, whigh is to be 
held in the Exposition Building each day and 
evening during this weck, was formally in- 
augurated yesterday morning. Several hundred 
persons, including 4 fair sprikiing of ladies, 
were present at the opening, and the show starts 
in under favorable auspices, and with good pros- 
pects of success. 

JAMES R. SCOTT, 
President of the State Board of Agriculture, 
weicomed the audienee in a brief speech. He 
said these stock shows were inaugurated four 
years ago for the purpose of aiding if the work 
ot developing the great breeding interests or 
the West. The show had gained every year in 
importance and interest, and bad become one of 
the greatest in the country. He trusted that 
upon this occasion the residents of Chicago 
would extend to it thelr generous and hearty 
support, and thus{encourage them to continue 9 
their work. With these few Words he intro- 
duved the Mayor, who would say a few words 
about Short- Horns. * 
MAYOR HARRISON 

said it could scarcely be expected of him that he 
should deliver a learned disquisition on fat 
stock. Yet until be was 8) years of age he 
spent his time and energies in runding a blue- 
grass farm and breeding live-stock, and he re- 
membered with satistuchon that his name ap- 
peared in the Ameriean Herd- Book as a breeder 
of Suort- Horus. He was glad that the matter of 
live-stock development in Lilinois had fallen 
into such abie hands as the State Board. 
The importance of a Fat-Stock Show 
was that it gave people an opportunity of 
judging for themselves which class of stock 
paid best as a meat animal, S&xbibitons of 
breeding stock served a good purpose in them- 
selves, but to fatten breeding animals was to 
ruin them for breeding purposes. The speaker 
ran rapidly over the merits and qualitieations of 
the different breeds—Devons, Hereferds, Polled 
Angus, Ayrshires, and others—and expressed 
his inability to designate bis particular favorit 
where all were excellent.

sucha show. When he came here in 1855 this 
city boasted proudly that 56,000 s had been 
killed that year. Now from 6.000. 000 to 7,000,000 
hogs were packed in Chicago each year, and the 
sales included 1,400,000 bead of cattle and 900,000 


sheep—enough if they were rangéd in line to 
more than haif girdle the earth. America was 
today the most prosperous nation of the earth, 
and it was by such movements as this they were 
adding to, their prosperity. Chicago was the 
gateway of the great Northwest, and ievied 
tribute on its products. The interests of the 
Nor thwest were those of Chicago, and this city 
should support liberally such institutions as 
this. By showing their appreciation of the best 
cattle. hogs, and sheep they would induce the 
breeders of the Southwest to improve their 
stock for market.

followed. He said this grand exhibition of live 
stock was an occasion of unusual interest to 
the people of the Northwest, and should be wit- 
nessed by every one in the city. At the Indus- 
trial Kxposition just cigsed the people had an 
opportunity to witness the wonderful results of 
human skill in the invention of labor-saving 
machinery and the manufacture of articies of 
use and ornament. On this occasion they could 
wit ness un exhibition most interesting to the in- 
habitants of the great Northwest, whether agri- 
culturiet or tradesman. it was the improve- 
ment which judgment, skill, and care bad made 
on nature in the development of domestic ani- 
mals tor use and food. 

There was no other branch of industry 80 
profitable, reliable, and agreeable, and requiring 
so little capital, and entailing so little anxiety, 
as the raising of domestic aui mais. e manu- 
facture of goods, either by hand or machinery, 
needed coastant care, and if a man turned his 
hand to agriculture he must plow and sow, bar- 
row and reap, and tight the weeds. But while 
men sat by their fires in winter, or rested in tne 
shade in summer, their flocks and herds multi- 
plied, and the hunger of mankind furnished a 
never-failing market for all surplus. 

Chicago being the great depot to which phe 
world looked for its supply of meats, anythina 
which tended to improve or facilitate the de- 
velopment of live stock was of special interest 
to ite citizens, The mostekiliful and successful 
of stuck-growers within a radius of a thousand 
miles bad brougut together the choicest of their 
tiocks, not only for exhibition but to prove that

It was a source of just and commendable pride 
that the foresight and enterprise of some of 
Chicago's citizens led a few years ago toa pian 
for furnishing such facilities as to draw to this 
centre the bulk of the live-stock trade of the 
country. It was only a quarter of a century 
ago that John R. Sherman and George D. Wiiliams 
established a stook-yards on West Madison street. 
It was a very littie one then. The hows were 
dumped out on the prairie, picked up a living 
the best way they could whiie waiting for a mar- 
ket, and were driven to the Chicago River to 
water. Twenty-five years only had elapsed and 
Chicago had become greatest live stock mar- 
ket of the world. Sixty-five thousane hogs, ten 
thousand cattic, and three thousand sheep per 
day wore bandied at the Stock-Yards, and one 
bundred thousand men, women, and children in 
Chieago were redjand clethed out of the prod- 
ucts and industry arising from the 
live-stocok and packing interests of the 
city. The census returns showed that 
in 1880 sules of live stock here 
amounted to $143,000,000, and all the gold and 
silver produced in the United States in a year 
would not pay for the live stock bought and 
sold in Chicago in six months, > and simi- 
lar figures showed most cevaciusively the impor- 
tance of this interest, and ought to remind Chi- 
cagoans of their duty to patronize this exhibi- 
uon.

THE AMERICAN CABLE COMPANY. 

Yesterday Corpora tion-Counsel Adams sent 
to Ald. Everett, Chairwan of the Committee on 
Fire and Water, the following opinion in regard 
to the American Cable Company, which is now 
laying underground wires for the Western lud 
ana Railroad and the Mutua! Union Telegraph 
Company: 

“A petition of the American Cable Company 
has been referred by your committee to this de- 
partment for the purpuse of having a proper 
ordinance drafted and reported to your com- 
mittee. After thinking the matter over, I have 
come to the conclusion that it is impossible to 
comply with the request of your committee, for 

reason that any ordinance purporting 
o grant the privilege asked for by the Ameri- 
can Cable Company would be manifestly im- 
roper. The company, after premising that it 
the manufacturer of underground electrical 
conductors. ete., modestly prays that the Coun- 
cil will direct that a proper ordinance be drawn 
and presented to the Council granting ‘unto 
your petitioners the authority to lay said con- 
ductors under the streets of said city in such 
manner as may be specified in such ordinance.’ 
This comprehensive privilege would doubtless 
be very Valuable to the American Cable Com- 
pany, but the convenience or advantage which 
the City of Chicago would derive from it is not 
apparent. If this company is, as stated, a mere 
manufacturing company, and not at all engaged 
in the business of telegraphing, it will not de- 
sire to lay conductors for its own use, but only 
for the use of companies or associations en- 
in the business of telegraphing; and when 
t shall bave a contract with any such company 
or association for the lay of condutors there 
e way of granting a 
license for that purpose. The case of licensed 
plumbers is a good iliustration. A piumber, 
altbough licensed to do business, is not, by 
virtue of sub license, entitled to make excava- 
tions in the streets for the construction or re- 
pair of water-pipes, private drains, etc., but 
must on every occasion when it becomes neces- 
sary to make an excavation in a street, apply 
for a special permit for that p urpose.”

The Effect of His Assassination on the 

Prohibition Campaign in Nebraska. 

Special Dispaten to The Chicago Tribune, 

LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 7.—The members of 
the Lancaster County Bar to the number of 
forty-five, and also the members of Farragut 
Post, Grand Army of the Republic, as well 
as a large number of private citizens, accom- 
panied by the University band, left en the 
morning train to be present at the funeral of 
the late Watson B. Smith, whose assasina- 
tion at Omaha has been reported in full in 
Tue Trisune. The prohibition element 
particularly turned out strong, and showed 
their appreciation of the man who had sacri- 
ficed his life in behalf of the cause of pro- 
hibition. Numerous letters and telegrams 
have been received at the prohibition 
headquarters in this city relative to the sad 
affair, and the feeling throughout the Staté, 
as shown by the missives, is one of horror 
and distrust. Just what effect this horrible 
tragedy will have on the political prohibition 
movements in the State it is too early yet to 
determige, but that it will give new energy 
to those who are engaged in the prohibition 
work is pretty certain. Already the leaders 
of the prolubitionists in this city are begin- 
ning to make eapital out of the assasination. 
At present, however, there is no telling how 
it will affect the prohibition issue.

This was a suit 
of the usual kind by Margaret Gulliver against 
Baird & Bradley, stockholders in the Mutual 
Security Insurance Company, to enforce their 
personal liability. The com pany was organized 
in 1853, and in 1867 an amendatory act was passed 
containing a provision subjecting the company 
to the operation of all such laws as might there- 
after be enacted in relation to insurance com- 
panies. The capital stock was $30u.000, only a 
small part of which was paid in, and uo certifi- 
cate of such payment was ever made. The de- 
fendants pleaded that the company had never 
accepted ‘the amendatory act of 1567 or the 
General Insurance act of 1869, and also that 
the plaintiff has been guilty of laches in not be- 
giving ber suit within two years after the cause 
of action accrued. Piaintif? demurred, but the 
demurrer was overruled, and jndgment render- 
ed tor the defendants. Plaintiff then appeaied. 
The Appeilate Court held that al! the main ques- 
tions had already been decided against defend- 
ants by the Supreme Court, and that the case 
must therefore be reversed, It hus, however, 
been urged in addition that the Supreme Court 
in those cases bad failed to notice the provis- 
ions of the twenty-fourth section of the statute 
in relation to flire-iasurance compaates. That 
section provided that every nats provided 
for by that act should be sued for and recovered 
in the name of the people, by the State's-At- 
torney of the county in which the company or 
the agent or agents so violating should be situ- 
ated, and that one-half of such penalty, when 
recovered, should be paid into the Treasury of 
the county, and the other alt to the 
informer of such viotation. The Supreme 
Court hav reacbed the conclusion 
that the individual liability created by the six- 
teenth section was imposed by way of a penalty 
for the breach of vertain requirements of the 
statute, it was argued that Sec. 24 applied to the 
enforcement of such tiability, and mat it could 
be recovered only in the name of the people and 
in the manner prescribed by that section. It was 
true that the provisions of Sec. 24 were vot al- 
luded to by the court in either opinion, and did 
not seem have been discussed by counsei in 
their a ments, but it could not be inferred, 
refore, that they were not duly considered. 
question as to whether suit was properly 
broéght in the name of tne creditor was directly 
and necessaril resented by the records in 
those cases, and, Supreme Court having di- 
rectiy affirmed the right of the creditor to re- 
cover, it must be presumed that every question 
necessarily involved was fully considered and 
determined. If any proposition escaped the at- 
tention the Supreme Court it belonged to 
that court only to announce such fact. 
But even it the question was an open one, the 
tweoty-fourih section would not bear the con- 
struction sought to be put upon it. On exami- 
pation of the statute, it would be seen that va- 
rious penalties for the violation of sundry of its 
provisiocs were imposed in terms, were de- 
nominated penaities. Thus Sec. 2f imposed on 
insurance companies organized in Lilinois a pen- 
alty of $500 for failing to make au annual state- 
meat, and Sec. 22 imposed a like penalty on for- 
eign insurance companies. It did no violence to 
the language of Sec. 24 to hold that it celated 
merely to the recovery of those nalties which 
the statute imposed in terms, by that name, 
and that it bad no application to the enforce- 
ment of liabilities like those imposed by the six- 
teenth section. which, though not penaities in 
name, were yet penal iu their nuture. On the 
other hand, liability imposed by Sec. 16 was a 
liability for the debts and responsibilities 
for the company. A liability for the debts of 
the corporation was necessarily a liability to the 
creditors of the corporation. It was-a liability 
to pay and satisfy the debts themselves. Mani- 
featly uo such payment or satisfacdon could 
result from suits in the name of the people, for 
sums of money which, when collected, must be 
divided equaily between the informer and the 
County Treasury. Aftersuch appropriation of 
the money, the debts would still remain unpuid. 
The evident intennon of the sixteenth section 
was to insure the prompt payment in full of the 
stock subscriptions, so us to create a fund to 
which creditors might resort for the collection 
of their demands, and also to furnish the credit- 
or in the meantime an equivalent security. The 
latter purpose would be wholly defeated by the 
adoption of the construction contended for. 
The case would therefore be reversed and re- 
mauded. 

The case of John Diversey — Byron L. 
Smith, executor of the estate of the late Solo- 
mon A. Smith, was also oue of the same class of 
cases, but it involved in addition another ques- 
tion. Diversey sued Solomon A. Smith as 
stuckholder of the Germania, but the suit was 
dismissed on demurrer. Pending an appeal! Mr. 
Smith died, and the plaintiff suggested his 
deatb, sued out a scire facias to mace Byron 
L. Smith, his executor, a purty. The latter up- 
peared aud moved to vacate the order and dis- 
miss the suit as to him. The Appellate Court 
held that the liability sought to be imposed was 
a penal one for disobedience to an express man- 
date of the statute. It being a mere penal la- 
bility, the conciusion seemed to follow necessur- 
iiy that it was within the rule that a personal 
action died with the person. The authorities 
were uniform in holding that no action lay 
against an executor or administrator an a penal 
Statute. The motion would therefore be al- 
lowed and the writ abated.

0 A DRY QUESTION. 

The protracted litigation over Samuel Walk- 
er's estate and his relations to the International 
Bank cropped out again yesterday in the Appel- 
late Court, dere a number of cases, ali present- 
ing the same facts, were decided. In ail the 
cases decrees dad been obtained in the court bo- 
low against Walker and in favor of the Interna- 
tiona! Bank. K. E. Jenkins, Walker's Assignee. 
sued outa writ of error after the lapse of two 
years, and the defendants piea ded the statute of 
limitations. A demurrer was filed but over- 
ruled, and decrees were rendered in favor of the 
complainant. The section of the statute of the 
United States relied on by defendants was that 
no suiteither at law or iu equity sbould be main- 
tained in any court between an Assignee in 
bankruptcy and a persongciaiming an adverse 
interest touching any property or rights of 
property transferable w or vested in such 
Assignee, unless brought within two years from 
the time when the cause of action accrued for 
or against such Assignee, nor, it was heid, could 
sucb a provision revive a right of action barred 
at the time an Assignee was appointed. Writs 
of error were of a twofoid nature: tirst, when 
the plaintiff by his writ should be restored to 
any personal thing as debts, then the proceed- 

was to be regarded as an action: and where 
by bis writ be simply made a defense proper, as 
in the present instance. The object of the writ 
Was not to try the question between the parties, 
but to try the judgement of the court beiow—to 
ascertain whether it had been given in con- 
formity with the law. The plaintiff in error 
could not recover anything due to him, or be 
restored to the possession of anything, by such 
writ. The controversy was between mortgageor 
and mortgagee, whose rights were mutual, and 
no claim of an adverse interest was involved. 
Tuo Appellate Court aiso said that the case 
upon tbe record was not in a condition to 
justify the Court in pass on the merits and 
rendering a new decree. cases were re- 
versed and remanded for another hearing. 

DEPUSITORS’ RIGHTS. 

Another case decided by the Appellate Court 
through Judge Bailey was that of Eames 
against the State Savings Bank and others. ‘he 
18 was delivered orally, and was as tol- 
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contract, but subsequently amended 80 as to 
ask for an accounting and foreciosure. He ob- 
tained a decree fad $150,629 to be due, the 
detendants having paid $71,534. besides $29, 
expended in improvements. The decree also 
provided that unless the $159,000 was 
sixty days the property should be sold. On ap- 
peal, the Appeilate Court heid that this was eu- 
tirely too ort a time to allow for pay- 
ment. No allegation was made that the 
property was seant security for the debt, 
Moreover, the defendants were restrained trom 
muking anv sales, and therefore sbouid be leni- 
ently deait with. Again, the English rule al- 
lowed six mouths, and at least that much time 
ought to have been given in the present in- 
stance. Moreover, the decree should bave pro- 
vided that Drexel should give up the contracts 
of sale of lots lu the tract, and that a Keceiver 
should be appoiated to take charge of such con- 
tracts and deliver them over to defendants on 
payment of the amount owing, so that Drexel 
should not bave both, and so that no further 
proceedings should be rendered necessary to en- 
able defendants to get contracts of such con- 
tractors.

A LITTLE SET-BACK. 

Judge Drummond yesterday decided the mo- 
tion to dismiss the suppiemental bill in the case 
of Short & Watson against the New York, New 
Engiand & Western Investmerit Company. The 
original bili was died under the twenty-fifth 
section of the State act relating to incorpora- 
nons to dissolve the company on the ground that 
it had ceased to do business in the State, bad 
migrated to the State of New York, and had for- 
feited its charter. The complainants claimed to 
be stockholders of the company which was in- 
curporated to carry ou a general business for 
floating bonds, buym and selling stocks, 
etc. They also ulleged that there was a 
conspiracy among some of the stockholders 
to deprive them of some of their rights by is- 
suing new stock, and by electing a new Board 
of Direvtors, and depriving them of their offices 
as managers of the corporation. The case was 
originally brought in the State Court. and then 
transferred to the Federal tribunals. A motion 
was subsequentiy made to remand on the ground 
of the citizenship of one of the plaintiffs, d 
the case was referred to the Master for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining and reporting as to the cit- 
ag er 

Pending the hearing of such application, a 
supplemental! bill was filed about ten days ago, 
allezing that the defendants were about to in- 
crease the capital stock by the issuance of a 
large number of shares, on the pay- 
ment of the full amount of the stock, 
and charging that tbereby compiainants’ 
rights wouid be — injured. A temporary 
injunction was granted, and yesterday the mo- 
tion was made to dissolve this injunction. 

The Judge granted the motion to dissolve, 
hboiding that as the original bill was filed to dis- 
solve the corporation, and the only interest the 
complainants would bave would be their share 
of the assets of the company, after payment of 
the just debts and liabilities, that the increase 
of the capital stock by paymeat of we full 
amount of the shares would not jeopard or 
affect injuriously their rights. The defendants 
in their answer bad alleged that complainants 
had never paid anything on their stock, and so 
denied that they were entitled to any rights 
as stockholders, or such rights as stock- 
holders who had fuliy paid tbeir stock 
had. The Judge also dismissed the supplement- 
al bill on the ground that it did not set forth 
any equitable cause for relief, and did not show 
that the defendants tbreatened or — — to 
do any act which would injure complainants’ 
rights as stock holders.

The Yorktown Heroes. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tridwne. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 7.—Apropos of the late York- 
town celebration, there is a statement made in 
the newspapers that none of the sons of the 
officers of the Revolutionary army who were 
present atthe surrender are now living, with 
the excepuon of some two or three named, dhe 
of them being the son of Gen. Alexander Ham- 
ton. This is a mistake, unless it was intended 
to exclude all except the sons of the officers of 
the higher rank. 

My maternal grandfather, Samuel Benjamin, 
served in the Revolutionary army from the day 
of the battle of Lexington, April 19, 1775, in 
which he participated, to the surrender of Lora 
Cornwallis at Yorktown, Oct. 9 1781. 
He was commissioned as “Ensign” Jan. 
1 1777. 1 have in my possession dis 
original com mission, signed in the 
stiong, bold band of “JOHN HANCOCK,” Presi- 
dent of the Continental Congress. He wasa 
Lieutenant when Yorktown fell, and Adjutant to 
Col. Alexander Scammel, of Massachusetts, one 
of the most gifted and brilliant officers of the 
army. If 1 mistake nut, Col. Scammd was as- 
sasivated a day or two after the sdrrender. 
Lieut. Benjamin kept a diary, the original of 
which I have bad in my ion, which 
has been printed. The following is entry on 
that day, one of the most memorabie in Amer- 
ican history: 

Oct. 19 (1881). The American and army are 

aded to receive the British army as prisoners. Our 
armies are drawn up in line of battle fronting each 
other, and the B march through them with three 
thousand troops. 

On a visit tomy native town of. Livermore, 
Me., in September last, [ went to. the cemetery 
where Lieut. Benjamin was buried, and reread 
the inscription on the stone which marks the 
last rosting- place of the Revolutionary soldier 
and patriot.

The address has given occasion for very 
general although quiet discussion among 
Democratic Senators here. It was probably 
the first strong and open declaration in 
favor of the theory of incidental protection 
made by any leading Democrat since 
the War. The argument of the address was, 
in brief, this; The manufacturer isa factor, 
second in importance only to the agricultur- 
ist in making the prosperity of a country. 
The manufacturer has the right te claim 
from his Government that protection against 
foreign competition with which he is abso- 
lutely unable to contend, and which, if left 
free, would close his milis and drive him out 
of business. The producer has a common 
interest with the manufacturer in demand- 
ing from his Government this protection to 


home manufactures. 

This, as will be observed, is radically dif- 
ferent ground from that upon which the 
Democratic party was forced at the closing 
days of the last campaign by Republican con- 
struction of that part of the Democratic plat- 
form which called for “s tariff for revenue 
only.“ Senator Voorhees says that his ad- 
dress was prepared with due deliberation: 
that it was areassertion of the Democratic 
theory as formulated by Jefferson, Madison 
Monroe, and Jackson; that it was prepare 
without consultation with other Democrats, 
and that he, therefore, is alone responsible for 
the views expressed in it, but that in his 
opinion the Democratic party can never carry 
the country, as it never did carry the coun- 
try, upon the free-trade issue—indeed, that 
it would be suicidal for the West and South 
to insist upon free trade now that manufact- 
ures—profitable manufactures—are making 
the South and West prosperous as New En- 
gland has been made prosperous by nearly a 
century of protection. Upon the political 
aspects of the question he spoke fully to the 
Herald representative to-day. 

The last Democratic President,“ he said, 
was elected from Pennsylvania, and with- 
out Pennsylvania we could not have carried 
the country against a free-trade platform. 
Indiana is hopelessly * and Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Virginia, ‘Tennessee—the en- 
tire South—as equally interested with Indi- 
ana in disclaimmg that upexpected and incon- 
siderate declaration of a Democratic conven- 
tion which defeated Hancock in 1880. AsI 
have said in a recently published letter, in 
my opinion that issue will never again be 
presented in that form by a Democratic State 
or National convention, and my purpose at 
Atlanta was to aid in securing a sound posi- 
tion for the party hereafter. 

The Democratic party was never a free- 
trade party. In Washington’s fast annual 
address the attention of Congress is directed 
to the encouragement of home manufact- 
ures ‘in every way which shall appear eligi- 
ble.“ Jefferson wrote in 1816, We must now 
place our manufacturers by the side of the 
agriculturist. . . Experience has taught 
me that manufactures are how as necessary 
th our independence as to our comfort.’ This 
was when European nations, and especially 
England, had established such prohibitory 
measures against us that protection of home 
manufactures was essential to their exist- 
ence. Madison, in a special message to Con- 
gress in 1809, recommended ‘such alterations 
in the laws as will more especially protect 
and foster the several branches of manu- 
facture which have been recently instituted 
or extended by the laudable exertions of our 
citizens,’ Monroe wrote in his first inaug- 
ural address in 1817: Our manufactures 
will require the systematic and fostering 
care of the Government.’ Andrew Jackson 
wrote in 1823 to the late Robert Patterson, a

success of our manufactures, as the hand- 
maid of agriculture and commerce, depends 
in a great measure the indepemlence 6f our 
country, and I assure you that none feel 
more sensibly than I do the necessity of en- 
couraging them.’ 

» said in my Atlanta address: ‘Every 
school of statesmanship from the foundation 
of the Government to the present time has 
admitted the duty of fostering, encouraging, 
and protecting the manufacturing industries.’ 
Calhoun was strongly in favor of protection 
as of benefit to the South aswell as the 
North, until the rapid growth of slave prop- 
erty awakened the fear in the South that the 
introductuon of manufactories and of white 
labor in them would be a menace to the con- 
tinuance of slavery. But the abolition of 
slavery gives no longer a place or reason for 
this fear. The South has employment for 
her negroes, now no longer slaves, in the 
fields. The children of the white farmer, 
who cannot work in the rice orcotton pianta- 
tion, find remunerative employment in the 
factories. These manufactories, besides, in- 
vite immigration. They build up cities, which 
furg@ish a near market lor his produce—for 
his cotton. They enhance the value of his 
holding. I may say that, appreciating ‘these 
changed conditions, tbe leading men of the 
South, so faraslhavé had opportunity to 
talk with them, have now very nearly, if not 
quite, the same opinions as had Calhoun up 
to the time that he tound the circumstances 
of slavery to be opposed to a system which 
today no man in the South would advocate 
more warmly than he. The country need 
not be surprised to find the leaders of public 
opinion in the South outspoken in favor of 
protection to their cotton-mills and blast- 
furnaces before the coming session of Con- 
gress shall be closed. 

And they woula be recreant to the inter- 
ests of their people did my not demand this 
protection. The cotton-mills of Georgia have 
been wonderfully successful, as by the nature 
of things they must have been and must con- 
tinue to be. What has made the marvelous 
prosperity of New England must make the 
South prosperous twice over. The success 
of the Atlanta mills, which have paid con- 
stant dividends of from 13 to 30 per cent, 
prove that cotton can be profitably worked 
in most if not all of the Gulf States and in 
South Carolina as well. You have not the 
space, nor is this possibly the proper occasion, 
to go into the figures. It is sufficient now to 
say that, although the business in the South 
is almost in its infaney, and circumstances 
already in process of rapid elimination have 
prevented capital from coming in to the ex- 
tent that the profits would warrant, there are 
today 150 cotton-mills in the Southern States, 
employing nearly 17,000 hands, disbursi 
1 $3,000,000 annually in wages, and add- 
ing far more than that to the general wealth 
of their several communities, and all, 1 be 
lieve, operated with profit to the stockhol 
ers. These mills are in theirinfancy. Not 
one of them would run a month were 
the protection that has enabled the New 
Engiand mills to grow from same 
infancy to a stalwart maturity withdrawn 
today. So with the biast furnaces and iron 
milis of Virginia and West Virginia, and 
Georgia, Tennessee, and Alabama. The 
policy of protection, as incidental to a rev- 
enue tariff, that was extended tw the mills of 
Rhode Island, and Massachusetts, and New 
Hampshire was a good one. It bas enriched 
the country. It bas made us pete ag weed 
Said Jefferson in 1816, when England's hars 
measures against our commerce threatened 
the country: We have experienced ... 
that there exists both profligacy power 
enough to exclude us from the field of ex- 
changes with other nations. To be inde- 
pendent for the comforts of life we must 
fabricate them for ourselves.’
